Now is the time for a hike up one 
of the canyons, say M urray Canyon; 
few people go there as the road is 
bad for about a quarter of a mile 
and this small canyon does not com­ 
pete with Palm Canyon in publicity 
and number of visitors. 
The lower 
part is rather broad but as one as­ 
cends the walls close in somewhat 
and if it were not for the palm trees 
one could easily imagine himself in 
a foothill canyon. 
If you enjoy a 
mountain stream this is one to fol­ 
low; there are many small pools, just 
the place for a nice twelve inch trout 
but I am sorry to relate, the trout 
are not there; rocks to climb over; 
shrubs to crawl under; flowers 
to 
identify; and comfortable places to 
loaf and think how fortunate one is 
to be here. 
T he trails are rather indefinite 
after a short distance but trails 
are not necessary, especially if 
one is out to see the country, 
however there are many who 
demand trails and thus lose 
much of the pleasure of the il­ 
lusion of being the first to travel 
over that particular country. 
But it may be better to have 
trails, visitors expect them and 
they open up country for horse­ 
back riders; when everything is 
summed up it does seem that 
more trails would bring much to 
visitors who now are unable to 
get far from the beaten track. 


A crystal ball to gaze into was 
unnecessary for the old Indians when 
they wanted to find the solution to 
a perplexing or mystical question. 
The indirect method of the white 
man is not nearly so effective as a 
shot of Toluache tea which will cata­ 
pult a drinker into another plane 
where he can see everything, from 
supposed spirits to lost burros. 


Several days ago I found a 
few plants, and have refrained 
from any foolish experiments. 
Toluache, a member 
of 
the 
Nightshade family, possesses a 
striking flower, not very attrac­ 
tive, but that may be just a no­ 
tion of mine because 
of 
the 
poisonous character of some of 
the members of that family. On 
the other hand it includes the 
tomato, potato and other useful 
cultivated plants that have ad­ 
ded much to the food and medi­ 
cinal supplies of man. In “Des­ 
ert D ata” I have included a de­ 
scription of this plant and also a 
quotation 
from 
Saunders 
in 
which he relates the powers of 
this plant as told by an old In­ 
dian friend. 


I like to watch the storms on the 
mountains and their attacks upon the 
warmer desert air currents, rising to 
frustrate the charge of the foe to 
sunshine. The counter attack is not 
always successful, the storm clouds 
sweep on, their successful conquest 
being vindicated by the 
beneficial 
results of the rains. 
Seldom it is 
that they win but this year they have 
repeatedly attacked with more than 
usual success. 
T he recent snow storm seems 
to have split on San Jacinto, the 
north clouds covering the San 
Bernardino m o u n t a i n s with 
snow and the southern clouds 
carrying a driving attack on 
Santa Rosa. Palm Springs might 
fare badly without San Jacinto 
guarding the western front. 
It might be that my interest in the 
storms is heightened by the condi­ 
tions under which the observations 
are made; sunshine, warmth, a win­ 
dow to break the wind; a stove to 
remove the slight chill on cioudy 
days; I am afraid that all these des­ 
ert comforts will be recalled 
this 
coming summer when high mountain 
storms are encountered. 
1 am just beginning to under­ 
stand the power this 
demon, 
comfort, has over most persons; 
when his support is removed, the 
strong fight for his return, the 
weak 
whine; 
either way he 
turns, both are his slaves. 
His 
price, and a big one it is, the 
drawing of the curtain before 
eyes, that might otherwise see 
that which they long to see but 
“it is just a little too much trou­ 
ble” to go or “it might not be 
very comfortable.” 


The resident birds arc beginning 
the building of nests; migrants are 
arriving for their temporary stay; 
now is the time to put up a feeding 
platform if you want to see these 
visitors.

R eferring to pending legislation in 
congress to pay ex-service m en their 
adjusted com pensation, or bonus, at 
the face value, he called attention to 
an editorial in a national m agazine, 
in which th e editor wrote th a t it has 
come to a sad s ta te of affairs when 
ex-soldiers m ust go to the governm ent 
in order to Tealize 
“a decent profit 
from the transaction of defending the 
nation.” 
H e spoke of 155,000 orphans 
whose 
"decent 
profit” 
is a home; 
thousands of tubercular and 
m ental 
patients who ask as a "decent profit” 
th at the governm ent m ay a ssist in 
taking care of th eir families. 
Com mander Closson turned to the 
American Legion objectives in pro­ 
moting b e tte r citizenship and in na­ 
tional defense. 
One out of every sev­ 
en Boy Scout troops in A m erica is 
sponsored by an 
Am erican Legion 
post. He told of th e Legion-sponsored 
junior baseball program .

On March 29th the voters 
will select one trustee for the ele­ 
mentary school, and two for the high 
school. 
Shortly afterward, 
about 
April 1st, a police commissioner and 
a ire commissioner are to be selected. 
The voters will be asked to mark 
four different ballots on these two 
days, so we speak of four elections.

The 
selection 
of 
school 
trustees and police and fire com­ 
missioners is more important 
than many citizens seem to real­ 
ize, for usually a very small per­ 
centage of the voters go to the 
polls to show their interest.

W hen we consider that about 40 
per cent of the tax money goes to 
the schools, it would seem the mat­ 
ter of selecting the people to admin­ 
ister these funds is of sufficient im­ 
portance to warrant more attention 
from the public.• • • 


On the high school board the 
terms of R. M. Gorham of 
Palm Springs and Mrs. Roger of 
Cabazon will expire. 
W hether 
they will be candidates for re­ 
election has not been announced. 
Mr. Gorham has served this dis­ 
trict well for the six years that 
he has been a member of the 
board, and if he can be induced 
to again accept the job, he 
should be retained. He has prov­ 
en himself a good business man 
and has shown his interest in the 
school, which arc the two most 
important qualifications for a 
good school trustee.

The high school this year will re­ 
ceive slightly over 540,000. 
Of this 
amount a little more than $24,000 
comes from state sales tax, 57,000 
from Banning, $9,000 from 
Palm 
Springs, the balance from Cabazon 
and the remainder of the district. Of 
the $24,000 from the state, 53200 is 
received because it is a high school, 
and 521,000 represents $85 per stu­ 
dent based on the average daily at­ 
tendance last year.

Flowers of different families have different characteristics but 
in some they are the same and this leads to difficulties of identifi­ 
cation. 
Two families, the mustard and the evening primrose are 
now represented on the desert by flowers of four petals each. O b­ 
viously the number of petals, in this instance, are not positive identi­ 
fication so a further search is necessary and we find that some flow­ 
ers have eight stamens and other six which is distinctive. 
Close 
inspection of the flower with six stamens reveals that two are 
shorter than the other four and we have found a member of the 
mustard family. 
It is not always so easy as this for as one's knowledge increases 
he finds overlappings and exceptions that are confusing in the iden­ 
tification of genera and species. 
But there must be a starting point 
and the above hint will be of immense value if it teaches you to look 
for family characteristics in the flowers. 
A good flower book will 
list the more noticeable family characteristics. 
To return to Toluache, the following account of its powers 
is quoted from Saunders, “W ith the Flowers and Trees in Califor­ 
nia,” page 146. 
Old Manuelito an Indian friend of Saunders is 
talking. 
“You eat little bit, muy poquito,” he explained, “and you go 
crazy, run around wild, all same ¡oco. Fiesta come, people put leaf 
in water, make little tea; dancers drink little bit, not much; only 
men drink; boys no. By and by, they fall in fire; no hurt. Toluache 
make so you see things nobody else see. 
M y grandfather him 
great medicine man. Once there was a man and him die. 
Nobody 
know why. 
My grandfather him drink toluache; by and by, see 
things what make man die. 
A nother time, man lost a burro; no 
can find. 
My grandfather drink toluache—not much, muy poquito 
— see where burro gone to. Man, him go there and find burro." 
Manuelito rolled a cigarette meditatively. 
“Toluache very deceiving, too,” he went on. 
“One time M an­ 
uelito drink a little; see all kind of animals; no feel nothing; no 
heat, no cold. W ater run in ditch, Manuelito listen and can hear; 
no can see. 
Very deceiving, toluache.” 
The following description is quoted from Saunders, in “The 
W estern Flower Guide,” page 187: 
“Toluache (Datura meteloidcs, 
D.C.). Flowers fragrant, white, often tinged w ith violet, trum pet­ 
shaped, 6 to 9 inches long and sometimes 6 inches across when 
fully expanded; calyx tubular, some three inches long, tipped with 
sharp teeth. 
Leaves dark green, coarse. 
A striking plant, one to 
three feet high, forming a clump, the showy flowers wilting after 
noon; blooming from May until October, throughout Southern 
California, east to Nevada, Utah, Arizona, and Texas, and into 
Mexico.” 
“Toluache (to’loo-ah’cha) is the Indian name for this hand­ 
some Datura, which has played a notable part in aboriginal life 
because of its virulent, narcotic properties. 
A n infusion of the 
leaves or root has the effect of producing hallucinations, stupefac­ 
tion or frenzy, and it formerly was employed by medicine men in 
ceremonial rites. 
Its resemblance to the Eastern Jimson-wced (in­ 
troduced about dwellings) is considerable. 
It seems as if this article is turning out to be largely by Saun­ 
ders but there is no apology for he has written several very good 
books about California flora and if I can bring these to your 
attention it will be worth the time. 
His "W ith the Flowers and Trees in California” is a readable 
book that will bring the flowers and trees to you in a way that is 
likely to make you go on with the study of California flora. There 
is much of the desert as well as other sections of the state covered 
in his book. 
There is a very pretty little blue flower in the canyons now. It 
may be familiar to some, if not, look for it when you are riding or 
hiking near the mountains or in the canyons. 
The W ild Canter­ 
bury Bell is a Phacelia, a family of which there are a number of 
dwellers on the desert. 
The following description is quoted from Saunders, “W estern 
W ild Flower Guide,” page 171: 
“W ild Canterbury Bell (Phacelia W hitlavia, Gray). 
Flowers 
blue-purple, an inch long or more, bell-shaped 
with 
roundish, 
spreading lobes, and long-exserted stamens, more or less pendulous 
in loose racemes. Leaves ovate, coarsely toothed, hairy. A loosely 
branching annual, somewhat viscid, and with a reddish stem about 
a foot high, blooming from M arch till early summer on dry hills, 
and in partially shaded canyons up to about 3000 feet, in Southern 
California. 
“This showy species is another California wild flower that has 
long been cultivated in gardens as an ornamental annual, and is 
sometimes known as California Bluebell, and California Bell-flower. 
The specific part of the botanical name is a survival of the plant’s 
original christening, which was W hitlavia grandiflora, Harvey. 
It 
was introduced into Europe more than sixty years ago, and, it is 
said, has in some places there established itself as a wildflower. 
Cultivation has developed several varieties—among which is 
a 
pure white, and another white with a blue center. 
The plant is 
readily propagated from seeds.” 
Among the first reference books I should have included a late 
edition unabridged dictionary, the best investment anyone can make 
if he is curious about what is going on in the world. The deriva­ 
tion of some of the scientific names of flora and fauna is interesting; 
sometimes it resembles the solution to a detective story, for some 
of our scientists were not exactly skilled students of the ancient 
languages.

In order to carry out a gigantic 
program of public improvements in 
Riverside county, the county supervis­ 
ors ask the federal government to 
provide five million dollars. 
Making up the list are projects for 
building a million dollar crest road 
along the Santa Ana mountain range, 
construction of a wing at the county 
hospital, building of the Banning- 
Idyllwild highway, installing sewers at 
Palm Springe, Coachella and San Ja­ 
cinto, building numerous roads and 
bridges, creating park areas in va­ 
rious parts of the county, improving 
public camp grounds in the San Ja­ 
cinto mountains, establishing an air­ 
port in the San Jacinto mountains, 
clearing the channel of the Santa Ana 
river, providing conservation measures 
for the San Jacinto river and numer­ 
ous other similar works. 
Only a skeletonized report on each 
proposed project was submitted in 
the report which was forwarded by 
County Engineer A. C. Fulmor to A. 
D. Wilder, state P.W.A. engineer, at 
Los Angeles, who was to send the 
county projects to Washington with 
others from throughout the Southern 
California area. 
The list is needed In Washington 
for laying initial plans for the Public 
Works program. The funds are to be 
available under the administration's 
appropriations bill, now being debated 
by congress.

The commissioners and the fire de­ 
partment have earned and saved dur­ 
ing the past few years about $4,000 
for the purchase of a site and con­ 
struction of a fire hall. At first glance 
this does not sound very important, 
but a little sober thought will con­ 
vince any resident that the matter is ganization. 
more than just slight importance. 
Why a fire hall in Palm 
Springs? There are a number 
of good reasons. Most impor­ 
tant of all, in the opinion of this 
writer, after talking the matter 
over with men who are well 
posted, a group of at least two 
or three trained firemen should 
be with the fire fighting equip­ 
ment at night and during the 
long dry summer, when a few 
minutes lost in reaching a fire 
may mean not only the destruc­ 
tion of valuable property, but 
the loss of life. Palm Springs 
has inflammable buildings and a 
fire can sweep through such 
structures very rapidly. We had 
a terrible example of this with­ 
in 18 miles of this village about 
a month ago when a dormitory 
at the Cabazon aqueduct camp 
burned at 9 o’clock in the eve­ 
ning and six men were cremated.

We have a splendid volunteer fire 
department. The men are all well 
trained, and they have made a splen­ 
did record. They have earned some 
of the money on hand with the 
school dances. The fire truck is one 
of the best to be found in a com­ 
munity of this size, and the other 
equipment is of the same high stand­ 
ard. The water company has co-op­ 
erated by running 10-inch water 
mains through town, thus supplying 
adequate pressure and supply to cope 
with any conflagration. But all of 
this is useless until the fire fighters 
reach the fire—and that is where a 
fire house, with a dormitory above 
for the men at night, is important 
Then they can reach a fire at night j 
more quickly. 
* 
• 
• 
Volunteer firemen who serve 
a community simply as a matter 
of loyalty to the home town are 
entitled to more consideration 
entitled to more consideration 
than they usually get. They 
should have their club room in 
addition to sleeping quarters. All 
of which will tend to keep them 
together more in the fire hall. 
• • • 
This matter of providing a fire hall 
may prove profitable, as well as hu­ 
manitarian. It may help to reduce 
insurance rates. During the past few 
years the fire commissioners, with 
the cooperation of the water com­ 
pany, have saved the taxpayers sev­ 
eral thousand dollars on their three- 
year premiums. Because of the ad­ 
dition of certain apparatus to the fire 
equipment, the installation of the 10- 
inch water mains, and fire hydrants, 
the board of fire underwriters has 
seen fit to take Palm Springs out of 
the 10th class, and place it in the 
eighth, with a consequent reduction 
in rates. We're not promising that 
the fire hall will bring this commun­ 
ity in the seventh rate class, hut it 
will help, and with a few other 
minor required improvements, this 
can be accomplished.
